WHEN England face Italy in the Euro 
2012 quarter-finals in Kiev on Sunday, it 
will be the first time the two sides have 
met in 10 years. 

England have a far from impressive 
record against the Italians, picking up 
just one victory in the last five meetings. 

February 121997 - England 0 Italy 1 
(at Wembley) 

England were missing Arsenal regulars 
David Seaman and Tony Adams from their 
defensive line through injuries, but Saints 
ace Matt Le Tissier was recalled. 

England started the game well but were 
dealt a nightmare blow when former 
Chelsea striker Gianfranco Zola scored 
against the run of play after just nine min¬ 
utes. 

Zola's goal was enough to separate the 
teams and was the first time England had 
been beaten at Wembley in World Cup 
competition. 

June 41997 - England 2 Italy 0 
(at the Stade de la Beaujoire) 

The England team lined up against Italy 
in their first game of the Tournoi de France. 
The tournament was a warm-up for the 
World Cup finals the following year in 
France. 

After the disappointing home loss to Italy 
in the World Cup qualifying, the comfort¬ 
able 2-0 victory over the Azzuri went a long 
way to increase confidence amongst the 
England squad. 

Manchester United midfielder Paul 
Scholes was the star man with a goal and 
a superb assist for Ian Wright. 

October 11 1997 - Italy 0 England 0 
(at the Stadio Olimpico) 

This was the crucial match between the 
two nations in deciding automatic qualifi¬ 
cation for the 1998 World Cup. If England 
could avoid defeat in Rome they would 
seal qualification and Italy would be con¬ 
signed to the play-offs. 

England produced a truly professional 
performance and many will remember the 
iconic image of Paul Ince playing with a 
blood-stained bandage around his head. 

As Italian tempers flared Angelo Di Livio 
was sent off and England held out for the 
draw. 

Current England manager Roy Hodgson 
was a member of Hoddle's backroom staff 
and heralded the draw in Rome as one of 
England's greatest achievements. 

November 15 2000 - Italy 1 England 0 
(at the Delle Alpi) 

This was Peter Taylor’s first, and only, 
game in charge for England and one in 
which a very youthful team was employed. 

The attitude taken by Taylor was to 
experiment with his team for friendlies 
whereas the Italians fielded a near enough 
full strength side. 

England were denied a penalty when it 
appeared Gennaro Gattuso lashed out at 
David Beckham. 

Moments later Gattuso scored the only 
goal in the encounter with a superb strike 
from long range. 

March 27 2002 - England 1 Italy 2 
(at Elland Road) 

Eriksson slipped to his second defeat at 
the helm of the Three Lions following a last 
minute penalty from Italian striker Vicenzo 
Montella. 

Eriksson was forced to experiment with 
his line-up following a number of injuries. 

England took the lead on the hour mark 
when Robbie Fowler stabbed the ball past 
Gianluigi Buffon. 

Montella equalised with a fabulous strike 
minutes later. 

In stoppage time David James brought 
down Massimo Maccarone and Montella 
converted the spot kick.

England have crashed out of 
major tournaments on spot-kicks 
on five occasions in the last 22 
years, a run that dates back to that 
devastating World Cup semi-final 
defeat to Germany in 1990, writes 
DAVID CLOUGH. 

Only once during that time have 
the Three Lions been successful, 
when they overcame Spain at the 
last eight stage of Euro 96. 

Little wonder Hodgson wants his 
players to get their eye in, even 
though he is not entirely convinced 
what good it will do.

“We have used the time after 
training sessions to regularly prac¬ 
tise and we'll obviously take it even 
more seriously now,” said 
Hodgson.

ones that smash them in.” 

A quick look at England’s squad 
triggers more cause for concern. 

Of those who started Tuesday’s 
win over co-hosts Ukraine, only 
Steven Gerrard and 
Wayne Rooney are 
regular penalty-takers 
for their clubs. 

And both have had 
periods where they 
have found the task of 
scoring from 12 yards 
somewhat difficult. 

In 2004 Gerrard 
missed a penalty 
against Fulham that cost 
Liverpool their place in the 
Champions League. 


He also failed to score in the 
Carling Cup final shoot-out win 
over Cardiff in February. 

And in the middle of last season, 
Rooney had missed with four out of 
eight attempts, although 
he subsequently convert¬ 
ed six in a row. 

James Milner scored one 
for Manchester City last 
season and, like Ashley 
Young, netted twice in an 
epic European Under-21 
Championships semi-final 
encounter with Holland 
that finished 13-12 to the 
Dutch. 

That represents a little good 
news on a subject that is some¬ 


thing of a national obsession. 

“It’s going to be that way because 
we’ve lost important matches on 
penalties,” said Hodgson. 

“When you are working with the 
England national team the past is 
always going to weigh heavily 
because everything we do today is 
being compared with something 
that went before. 

“Unfortunately we have lost two 
very important semi-finals on 
penalties so I presume that's going 
to be there during all my time as 
national coach. 

“Probably when a national coach 
comes 20 years hence he will be 
asked the same question as well.”

WAYNE Rooney will be hoping to 
emulate Saints legend Mick 
Channon when England take on 
Italy this weekend for a place in 
the semi finals of Euro 2012. 

England have a fairly poor 
record against the Italians, hav¬ 
ing won just two of their last 11 
meetings and winning just twice. 

They have never beaten them in 
the finals of a major tournament, 
having lost a third place play-off 
game 2-1 in the 1990 World Cup 
and also losing a European 
Championships group game in 
Turin a decade earlier. 

But Channon knows what it’s 
like to play for England in a win¬ 
ning side against Italy. 

What’s more, he is the last 
England player to score twice in 
an international against them. 

Channon’s performance came

in the unlikely surroundings of 
the Yankee Stadium, New York, 
just a few weeks after he had 
helped Saints lift the FA Cup. 

Then a regular in the national 
team despite the fact he was 
playing for a Second Division 
club, Channon lined up against 
Italy in a Bicentennial Cup game. 

The tournament, which also 
featured the host country and 
Brazil, was organised to cele¬ 
brate 200 years of American 
independence. 

England quickly fell 2-0 down 
against Italy in New York, but 
struck back with three goals in 
eight minutes at the start of the 
second period to win 3-2. 

Channon reduced the arrears 
and, after Phil Thompson had 
levelled for Don Revie’s men, 
Channon grabbed the winner. 

England have only beaten Italy 
twice since - 2-0 at Wembley in a 
World Cup qualifier in 1977 and 
2-0 in a Le Tournoi friendly in 
France 20 years later. 

Back in 1976, Brazil won the 
Bicentennial tournament, win¬ 
ning all three games including 
beating England 1-0. 

England finished second, ex- 
Saint Kevin Keegan scoring 
twice in a 3-1 win against the 
USA, whose side included, 
bizarrely, England World Cup 
winner Bobby Moore and Pele!

DAVID Seaman believes Joe 
Hart is on the road to great¬ 
ness - and backed him to 
become only the second 
England goalkeeper to win a 
penalty shootout.

“The first thing I look for is 
how a goalkeeper reacts after a 
mistake. Joe does it positively,” 
Seaman said. 

“He has had a great season 
with Manchester City. What we 
have seen so far is a massive 
improvement.” 



Seaman’s former England and 
Arsenal team-mate Ray Parlour 
believes Hart could end up being 
the difference in Sunday’s show¬ 
down with the Azzurri. 

“It will be a cagey game. I can 
see it going to extra time and 
penalties. After David we 
haven't really had a top-class 
goalkeeper,” Parlour said. 

“Now they have a real top- 
quality goalkeeper in Joe Hart. 
Maybe he is the difference in a 
penalty shootout.” 

Parlour's expectations before 
the tournament were low and he 
is already satisfied with a quar¬ 
ter-final appearance. 

But Seaman feels England are 
beginning to gain momentum, 
which is such a vital ingredient 
in tournament football. 

“Winning when you know you 
can play better is a massive 
boost,” Seaman said. 

“The main thing for me is 
there is a slow progression and 
it is heading into the right 
place.”

ANSWERS 
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‘WHY always me?’ 

When Mario Balotelli lifted his 
jersey to reveal that famous T-shirt 
during Manchester City's 6-1 win at 
Old Trafford, he all but wrote his 
own epitaph, writes BEN 
RUMSBY. 

Balotelli will not be remembered 
as one of humanity’s great philoso¬ 
phers and his grasp of English is so 
poor that it would be easy to dis¬ 
miss that T-shirt as little more than 
a soundless primal scream. 

But, intentional or not, ‘Why 
always me?’ has provided as perfect 
an insight as there has been into 
the man who could wreck 
England’s European Championship 
hopes on Sunday. 

That the Italy enigma could just 
as easily destroy his own country’s 
semi-final chances has given man¬ 
ager Cesare Prandelli a real dilem¬ 
ma about whether to start him in 
Kiev. 

Prandelli dropped him from the 
starting line-up for Monday’s deci¬ 
sive Group C match against 
Republic of Ireland, the 21-year-old 
responding with the combustible 
combination of brilliance and petu¬ 
lance that makes him so com¬ 
pelling. 

Paul Gascoigne’s name inevitably 
comes to mind ahead of England 
and Italy’s first match at a major 
finals since the 1990 World Cup. 

And while Wayne Rooney has 
long been dubbed Gascoigne’s heir

apparent - even assuming the nick¬ 
name ‘Wazza’ - it is Balotelli who 
better demonstrates the childish¬ 
ness and self-destructiveness that 
characterised the former England 
talisman’s career. 

Like Gascoigne, a legend has 
developed around Balotelli, who 
has become as famous for his off- 
field antics as his exploits on the 
pitch. 

Truth and fiction have become 
blurred to such a degree that it is 
hard to remember whether 
Balotelli really did drive around 
Manchester in a blue Santa Claus 
hat and if his bathroom really was 
set alight by a firework let off by 


one of his friends. 

Like Gascoigne, he has become a 
loveable rogue in the eyes of 
English football fans. 

But, like Gascoigne, Italians are 
far more concerned about a per¬ 
ceived lack of professionalism. 

Balotelli may put bums on seats 
but he also tests the patience of 
managers and team-mates to dis¬ 
traction. 

City boss Roberto Mancini 
declared after his sending-off at 
Arsenal in April that he was ‘fin¬ 
ished’ with the striker, while 
Prandelli has told the maverick 
star he risked alienating the rest of 
the Italy squad if he does not learn

to accept being dropped when he is 
not playing well. 

Italian colleague Daniele De Rossi 
could not have summed up the 
mixed feelings towards him better . 

Asked about the ‘scandals’ that 
have dogged Balotelli since his 
move to England, De Rossi said: 
“Mario and his tabloids issue? Ask 
him. 

“I don't know if he's bothered, or 
maybe he is just feeding them too 
much. 

“Of course, sometimes, he com¬ 
mits some mistakes off the pitch. 
But it's his responsibility. 

“He simply has to accept the man¬ 
ager's decision.” 

De Rossi all but admitted playing 
Balotelli on Sunday would be a 
gamble from a disciplinary point of 
view. 

He said: “He's a great player, so if 
he wants to grow, he has to know 
how to react to this situation." 

England will also have mixed feel¬ 
ings about whether or not they 
would prefer to face an Italy side 
spearheaded by Balotelli. 

At his very best, he is unplayable, 
and he showed a glimpse of what he 
was capable on Monday night. 

At his worst, he is a red card wait¬ 
ing to happen, his reaction to scor¬ 
ing against Ireland demonstrating 
he could explode at any time. 

So, regardless of whether - or how 
- he plays, Sunday’s game will 
probably end up being all about 
Mario Balotelli.

IF UEFA president Michel 
Platini had been in England in 
the early 19th Century, he 
would doubtless would have 
stood shoulder to shoulder 
with Ned Ludd. 

Wrecking the mechanised looms 
and stocking frames.

True, if such goal-line technolo¬ 
gy had been employed on Tuesday 
night then Ukraine would have 
been awarded an equaliser when 
Marko Devic’s shot clearly 
crossed the line before being 
hooked away by John Terry. 

And, who knows, buoyed by 
such an adrenaline boost and 
roared on by the home 
crowd, Ukraine might even 
have found the verve to go 
on to win and send England 
home. 

We will never know. 

What we do know is that

To be fair to Platini, his concern 
is based around the fear that too 
many stoppages would disrupt 
the fluidity which is one of the 
most beautiful and appealing 
aspects of the world’s most popu¬ 
lar game. 

Yet that simply would not apply 
to hair-line goal-line decisions 
which are crucial but relatively 
infrequent. 

Offside scrutiny would not be 
that intrusive, either, if only 
debatable goals were checked 
after the game had stopped and 
perhaps with the challenge sys¬ 
tem which works so well in tennis. 

There is nothing wrong with 
change. 

Change is good, especially when 
justice is seen to be done. 

Especially if it consigned to his¬ 
tory forever embarrassments 
such as Frank Lampard’s disal¬ 
lowed yard-across-the-line ‘goal’ 
against Germany in the last World 
Cup. 

Heaven knows, football has 
enough success stories to per¬ 
suade it to dip its toe into the tech¬ 
nology pool. 

Tennis, cricket and rugby have 
all been enhanced by video refer¬ 
eeing. 

There is more drama, more 
interaction with fans, more 
respect, less pressure on officials, 
who so often are a figure of con¬ 
tempt in football having become 
the whipping boys for players and 
spectators alike. 

It is time to take unnecessary 
heat off officials. It is time to do 
away with the additional assistant 
referees and employ some addi¬ 
tional common-sense. 

It is time Platini, who was top 
goal-scorer for France and player 
of the tournament in Euro 1984, 
began to display the imagination 
as a football administrator that he 
did so often as a player - and time 
he stopped acting like Ned Ludd.

Rofe joins 
Cherries 

CHERRIES manager Paul Groves 
has brought in ex-Saints coach 
Dennis Rofe. 

Rofe, who occupied various 
capacities on the Saints back¬ 
room staff during three separate 
spells, has joined the Dorset club 
as their new first-team coach. 

The 62-year-old brings a wealth 
of experience to Dean Court, 
working alongside new boss 
Groves and his assistant Shaun 
Brooks.

In a 16-year playing career, 

Rofe made around 550 appear¬ 
ances for Orient, Leicester, 
Chelsea and Southampton and 
was also capped at under-23 
level by England. 

A £112,000 move from Orient to 
Leicester in 1972 saw him 
become the most expensive full-

back in British football, Rofe 
going on to play 290 games for 
the Foxes. 

His first coaching appointment 
came in 1984 under Chris Nicholl 
at Southampton before he took 
over as manager at Bristol 
Rovers seven years later. 

A brief stint at Stoke saw him 
take the reserve team reins 
before a return to Southampton 
as youth team coach was fol¬ 
lowed by Rofe joining the back¬ 
room staff at Fulham. 

Rofe rejoined Southampton for 
a third spell in April 1998, pro¬ 
gressing from Academy coach to 
reserve team coach and then 
first-team coach, under Stuart 
Gray in March 2001. 

He served Saints as first-team 
coach and assistant boss as the 
club had a rapid turnover of 
managers and was alongside 
Gordon Strachan when Saints 
reached the FA Cup final in 2003. 

Dismissed following George

national and local radio as a 
match summariser before taking 
up a post with the Football 
League where his path will have 
crossed with Groves and Brooks 
while they were in the youth 
ranks at Dean Court.

LUCA MODRIC 


LUKA Modric has not lived up his billing 
as Croatia’s brilliant playmaker. 

Croatia manager Slavan Bilic described 
Modric as a “genius” at Euro 2008 and that 
tournament certainly marked him down 
as a promising player. 

Signing for Spurs from Dinamo Zagreb 
later that summer allowed him the plat¬ 
form - once Harry Redknapp arrived - to 
show off his undoubted ability. 

But that was four seasons ago and he is 
yet to achieve club success, scoring 17 
goals in 159 matches. It was Bilic who said 
only Kaka is better. Perhaps it was a label 
too great to live up to. 

Modric’s Euro 2012 performances have 
been adequate and Croatia may have been 
a little unfortunate to be drawn in the 


same group as Spain and Italy. 

Now they are out of the tournament, 
Modric may well be considering his future 
now Redknapp, his mentor, has left. 

• ALTHOUGH Italy will be tough oppo¬ 
nents for England, they are preferable 
quarter-final opponents to Spain tonight! 

They say the ball never gets tired and 
England would never get it against the 
Spanish - we’d be knackered! 

For all Spain’s outfield brilliance, they 
need a top goalkeeper to win the tourna¬ 
ment and they have one in Iker Casillas. 

His record of 76 clean sheets from 134 
appearances shows that, as did his perfor¬ 
mance against Croatia on Monday, when 
he came to the rescue as Sergio Ramos 
and Gerard Pique began to waver. 


Casillas’ experience will be crucial if 
Spain are to retain their title. 

Playing at his seventh major finals after 
his debut 12 years ago, perhaps his great¬ 
est moment came in Vienna four years 
ago, when he denied Italy in a penalty 
shoot-out. 

Spain went on to lift their first major tro¬ 
phy in 44 years, laying the foundations of 
their 2010 World Cup success. 

Casillas’ teammate David Silva has also 
caught my eye, stamping his authority 
alongside Iniesta and Xavi. 

Spain have yet to hit top gear - there was 
no outstanding team during the group 
stage - but Silva’s creative flair will be 
very important if they are to retain their 
title. 
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But we can’t deny that England have 
worked extremely hard and have got 
the most we could expect 
playing the way we have.

WHEN Barry Blankley was 
unveiled as Havant & 
Waterlooville’s new assistant 
manager this week he got a 
warm welcome at Westleigh 
Park. 

But it’s a mark of respect to his 
new employers that he admits that 
has not always been the case. 

During his days as an opposition 
player and manager, Southampton- 
based Blankley viewed Havant as 
“a horrible place to go.” 

And that’s exactly how he’d like it 
to remain for visiting teams next 
season as the Hawks seek to put 
their Blue Square Bet South relega¬ 
tion scare firmly behind them and 
mount a serious promotion bid. 

Blankley, a former Saints appren¬ 
tice who made 90 professional 
appearances for Aldershot, was a 
no-nonsense, tough tackling full¬ 
back in his hey-day. 

He went on to play for Woking, 
Basingstoke and Bashley and, 
whenever a trip to Havant & 
Waterlooville beckoned, he knew 
he was in for a fight. 

“I’ve always thought of Havant as 
a decent club with a lovely set-up,” 
he said. “But when I went there as a 
player and manager, it was a horri¬ 
ble place to go purely because you 
always knew it was going to be a 
battle. 

“Havant have always been a side 
who try and play good football, but 
they can mix it when they have to. 

“From what I’m told they were 
unlucky in a few games last season, 
but when you’re down near the bot¬ 
tom you sometimes lose that win¬ 
ning mentality. 

“That’s something we need to 
bring back, whether it’s in a five-a- 
side training game or a league or 
FA Cup match. 

“We want to instil the need to win 
in everything we do.” 

That winning mentality certainly 
served Blankley well during five 
hugely successful years as assis¬ 
tant to ex-Saint Nick Holmes at 
Salisbury City, from 2004 to 2009,

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when the Wiltshire club climbed 
from the Southern Division One to 
the promised land of the 
Conference National. 

“That’s the place to be if you can 
get there,” said Blankley. 

“You just have to look at all the 
ex-Football League clubs in there 
like Luton, York and Lincoln. 


“As long as things are right finan¬ 
cially, that’s where clubs should be 
aiming to be.” 

Unfortunately for Salisbury, it 
proved a financial stretch too far 
and, following Blankley’s depar¬ 
ture, they were demoted two divi¬ 
sions in the summer of 2010 having 
gone into administration earlier 
that year. 

On the pitch, however, the Whites 
had the formula right and Blankley 
attributes that success to squad 
unity combined with a winning 
mentality. 


“The most important thing we 
had at Salisbury was togetherness 
and the mentality that we weren’t 
going to lose,” he said. 

Blankley, a UEFA B badge coach, 
added: “The preparation has to be 
right too, knowing what the opposi¬ 
tion are about and taking what 
you’ve learned on the training 
pitch onto the park on a Saturday. 

“It’s also important to be able to 
adapt. Every team wants to play as 
much football as they can, but you 
have to an A and B plan and be able 
to change the system as and when.”

THE Puma Engineering Hampshire 
Premier League has had its place 
confirmed on the non-League pyra¬ 
mid for a period of three years.

But with only three clubs still 
requiring work to bring their facili¬ 
ties up to scratch, they hope to 
achieve full Step 7 status in the 
near future. 

Liss Athletic’s changing rooms 
are being substantially refurbished 
during the close season, which only 
leaves Colden Common and 
Sporting Bishop’s Waltham with 
changes to make. 

“The league hope to make an 
application prior to December to be 
classified at full Step 7 with all its 
clubs meeting the grade,” con¬ 
firmed PEHPL secretary Roger 
Allen. 

Twelve months ago the PEHPL 
achieved rare status as a Charter 
Standard League. It received a con¬ 
gratulatory letter and certificate fol¬ 
lowing monitoring of its clubs by 
unannounced visits. 

No improvement needs were iden¬ 
tified and several initiatives were 
applauded such as the team cap¬ 
tain taking more responsibility for 
the behaviour of his side. PEHPL 
chairman George Mason said: “The 
Respect programme has come in 
for unjustified criticism in the past. 

“To the contrary, we see it as an 
important initiative to deliver our 
aim of making football a pleasur¬ 
able experience that will attract 
families to watch our games. 

“The reciprocal effect is that clubs 
will benefit financially. 

“We will be taking new steps for 
the coming season such as posting 
dressing room notices to remind 
both players and referees of their 
responsibilities under the pro¬ 
gramme.”

SORROW 



THE world of cricket has 
been in mourning all 
week following the 
tragic death of Tom 
Maynard. 

Players from Glamorgan 
and Surrey, the counties 
Maynard played for during 
his all-too-brief career, 
were particularly affected, 
writes SIMON WALTER. 

It was only right that 
Hampshire’s Friends Life 
t20 game against Surrey at 
The Oval, originally sched¬ 
uled for Wednesday night, 
was postponed as a mark of 
respect. 

So too was Glamorgan’s 
match as cricket united in 
grief. 

A poignant minute’s 
silence was held before 
Hampshire’s game against 
Middlesex, played less than 
12 hours after news of the 
tragedy broke. 

Hampshire duo James 
Vince and Danny Briggs 
had played alongside 
Maynard for England Lions 
in Bangladesh in January. 

So it was all the more 
impressive that Vince - 
wearing a black armband 
like everyone else - should 
respond with an unbeaten 
64, which included a six 


over cover that Maynard 
would have been proud of. 

Although I never met 
him, I bore witness to 
Maynard’s incredible tal¬ 
ent on a couple of occasions 
last season. 

Last May, Hampshire 
came across a player who 
looked destined to play for 
England when they took on 
Surrey in a Clydesdale 
Bank40 match at Whitgift 
School. 

Maynard thumped a pow¬ 
erful 79 from only 57 balls. 

I recall taking evasive 
action as one of Maynard’s 
many boundaries that day - 
he hit six 
fours 


and three sixes - homed in 
on the press tent. 

Simon Jones was on the 
receiving end of some of the 
punishment dealt by a play¬ 
er he had known as a young 
boy at Glamorgan. 

Two months later, 
Maynard top scored against 
Hampshire again, lighting 
up The Oval with two more 
sixes in a 38-ball 47 that 
helped inflict a rare defeat 
on the t20 champions in a 
day-night match. 

Maynard’s Surrey team¬ 
mate and former 
Hampshire bowler Chris 
Tremlett took 4-16 that 
night.

DANNY Briggs has the potential 
to play for England in all for¬ 
mats. 

So says ECB Lead Spin Coach Peter 
Such as the Hampshire spinner pre¬ 
pares to spend his Sunday afternoon 
making his Twenty20 international 
debut against West Indies at Trent 
Bridge. 

The 21-year-old impressed on his 
one-day international debut against 
Pakistan in March, taking 2-39 as 
England completed a 3-0 series win in 
Dubai. 

And, having been left out of the 
squad for the ODI series against the 
Windies - which concluded at 
Headingley yesterday - he was named 
in the 14-man squad for the only 
Twenty20 game against the tourists. 

Briggs was left out of the final XI 
when he was selected for two 
Twenty20 internationals against the 
Windies at the end of last season, but 
he has been the most successful 
domestic t20 bowler - of any national¬ 
ity - in recent seasons. 

And Such believes he can develop 
into a Test bowler. 

The former England off-spinner 
said: “Danny’s an exceptional bowler 
in all formats. 

“I think it’s wrong of people to 
pigeon-hole young players like Danny 
as being a certain type of bowler. 

“He’s earned his selection in 
the squad and has performed 
well for Hampshire for a cou¬ 
ple of years, not just in t20. 

“At his age he’ll have more 
opportunities in the limited- 
overs formats but he has a lot 
of time on his side. 

“And he’s done well in all 
forms [for Hampshire and 
the England Lions]. 

“He was the leading first- 
class wicket taker for the 
Lions in the Caribbean at 
the beginning of last year 
and last winter he was the 
best bowler on the England 
Performance programme. 

“He’s very much a work in

progress but he did very well on his 
ODI debut against Pakistan, a qual¬ 
ity side who play spin bowling well. 

“His temperament is exceptional, 
he doesn’t appear fazed by too 
much, he just gets on with it. 

“He’s good at varying his pace 
and bowls consistently in the 
right areas.” 

This rain-ravaged season has 
been a frustrating one for all 
cricketers, but particularly spin¬ 
ners. 

Briggs took 116 wickets at 31.9 
and last July became the youngest 
English spinner since Derek 
Underwood to reach the century. 

This year, though, he has been lim¬ 
ited to two LV County Championship 
appearances. 

“Danny hasn’t played too much this 
year and the conditions haven’t 
helped,” said Such. 

“It’s frustrating because he just 
needs to play and bowl. But I’m sure 
he’ll get more opportunities as the 
weather improves and the country 
dries out!” 

With Briggs restricted to two 
Championship outings, fellow slow 
left-armer Liam Dawson - a former 
England Under-19 captain 
- has taken 14 
first-class 
wickets 
at a not- 
t o o - 
shabby 
25.4 apiece.

Bowlers wide 
of the mark 
as unbeaten 
record falls 
to Andover 

THE rain ravaged 
Hampshire League season 
is approaching its halfway 
stage with only two County 
Division 1 sides still unbeat¬ 
en. 

And had the wet weather not put 
paid to Portsmouth & Southsea’s visit 
to Ryde last weekend, it would have 
been one solitary team boasting an 
unblemished start, writes MIKE VIM- 
PANY. 

The top pair have suffered more than 
most with cancellations - four of their 
scheduled seven matches prior to 
today having been washed out. 

Six clubs have lost just once - three 
of them for a first time in last week¬ 
end’s truncated programme. 

St Cross Symondians III saw their 
100 per cent record disappear to the 
then bottom team Andover II, title 
favourites Waterloville at Portchester, 
and Purbrook against Locks Heath, 
who bounced back after two straight 
defeats. 

Captaining a side from behind the 
stumps is a trying occupation at the 
best of times - and more so when your 
bowlers can’t bowl straight! 

Tom Postle, St Cross Symondians’ 
captain, is having more than his fair 
share of frustration. 

Against Alton II the previous week, he 
was sprawling about on his hands and 
knees as St Cross tossed down 55 
wides - yet still won the match. 

That was on an unusually still, warm 
afternoon, so imagine what Postle 
went through when a strong, almost 
gale force wind swept across 
Andover’s London Road ground last 
weekend? 

Another half-century of extras fol¬ 
lowed - and how Andover, who had 
lost their previous four games, cashed 
in with 263-9, openers Steve Ott (47) 
and Howard Roye (39) blitzing 100 
runs off the first 13 overs. 

Struggling to bowl a line and length 
in the strong wind, St Cross experi¬ 
enced a torrid 50-over stint in the field 
as Harry Blackburn (36), Matt Knight 
(31) and Joe Andrews (25) piled on the 
agony. 

But everything looked rosy as Alex 
Figden (42) and Alex Smith (44) hit 
back with a 90-run start off 14 overs 
for St Cross, who were asked to get 
174 off a rain-cut 27 overs. 

But the Winchester side suffered an 
amazing collapse, losing eight wickets 


for 21 runs - Blackburn completing a 
fine day’s work by taking 4-45 and 
Roye 3-26 - before falling to 146 all 
out. 

Waterlooville’s collapse at Cams Hill 
School was almost as dramatic - the 
visitors, tagged by many as title 
favourites, losing their first six wickets 
for 42 runs in the first ten overs. 

The Ville, courtesy of some late resis¬ 
tance, made it up to 105 all out - a 
total they had little prospect of defend¬ 
ing and duly lost by seven wickets to 
Portchester, for whom Rich Locke 
made 43. 

Jamie Ryan, the club’s Western 
Australian-based all-rounder, was once 
again to the fore, taking 5-23 with his 
left-arm seam. 

“Jamie has made a huge difference 
and already has two five-wicket hauls 
under his belt, along with a century 
and a 50,” beamed Portchester skip¬ 
per Paul Hungerford. 

“Batsmen are finding it impossible to 
get him away and each week his ten 
overs rarely go for more than 17 runs.” 


Saints fan Ryan has certainly made 
himself pretty popular in the 
Portchester dressing room, this week 
admitting that Zac Efron’s High School 
Musicals are his favourite movies! 

Losing back-to-back matches isn’t 
something Locks Heath have become 
accustomed to of late, so beating 
Purbrook by 15 runs in a rain-trimmed 
Warsash Road affair was a timely 
result. 

When Sean Figgins called correctly 
and put Locks Heath in, early wickets 
tumbled, with Mike Boyd soon joined 
by the Richardson brothers back in the 
pavilion. 

“Scott Jones stuck in there for a 
patient 20 and Chris Boyd batted well 
for 40, but we were struggling to post 
a decent score until Liam Moggeridge 
(39) and Peter Bleeck (19) came 
together and got us over the 200- 
mark,” Jon Richardson said. 

“The 203 all out we made was a very 
competitive score considering the con¬ 
ditions.” 

Purbrook’s reply was delayed slightly

It means the numerical strength of 
the SPL being increased by two to 40 
teams - and Basingstoke will take up 
the two new slots.

ronment and against fresh opposi¬ 
tion will be a great challenge for our 
young squad. 

“We will prefer playing the straight 
result format the Southern Electric 
Premier League has, as opposed to 
cricket in which draws are an option 
and in which there is no limitation 
on bowlers. 

“Playing all our matches in 
Hampshire from next season 
onwards will also help and hopefully 
enable us to attract new players. 

“Thames Valley League cricket has 
us on the M3 every other Saturday 
and on to the outskirts of London 


and deep into Buckinghamshire, so 
there will be less travelling, which is 
an enormous bonus.” 

Geographically, Basingstoke’s his¬ 
toric May’s Bounty ground is within 
easy reach of Premier League clubs 
from the Southampton and 
Winchester areas. 

Premier League chairman Paul 
Thompson was equally delighted 
with the overwhelming support 
Premier League clubs gave to 
Basingstoke’s request to join 
leagues. 

“It’s a tremendous news to get a 
club of Basingstoke’s standing in the 
Premier League pyramid. 

“We are reorganising in 2013 so 
their timing is spot-on. 

“It means a potentially Gold 
accredited county standard out- 
ground coming into our league, and 
our cricketers will thoroughly enjoy 
the experience of playing at May’s 
Bounty.” 

The switch means the end of 
Basingstoke’s 40-year association 
with Thames Valley League cricket 
and the ECB Home Counties Premier 
League pyramid. 

“They have been an absolute credit 
to the TVL over four decades. They 
are a very well run club and a plea¬ 
sure to deal with. 

“They go with our good wishes,” 
said leading Thames Valley League 
official John Goodman.

Moment? 

SAEED bin Suroor’s team 
received a welcome boost when 
Colour Vision triumphed at Royal 
Ascot and fellow stayer LOST IN 
THE MOMENT is taken to keep 
the bandwagon rolling at 
Pontefract. 

Bin Suroor failed to fire in the 
first half of the season, but there 
have been sparks of life about his 
runners in recent days and his 
Gold Cup victory should have 
restored some confidence for the 
trainer. 

Lost In The Moment boasts 
some excellent snippets of form 
from last term, not least his head 
second behind fellow Godolphin 
runner Opinion Poll in the 
Goodwood Cup. 

He may have subsequently dis¬ 
appointed when favourite for the 
Ebor, but a luckless fourth in an 
Ascot Group Three in October 
was enough to persuade connec¬ 
tions to let him have a crack at 
the Melbourne Cup. 

The five-year-old was no match 
for Dunaden, but a three-length 
sixth can hardly be considered a 
letdown. 

That run also came at the end 
of a long year as Lost In The 
Moment started his campaign in 
January in Dubai, so it really was 
a highly creditable effort. 

Lost In The Moment was given 
a nice break before returning to 
action at Lingfield in May, finish¬ 
ing a six-length fourth over an 
inadequate trip of 10 furlongs. 

He should be expected to come 
on for that outing and for a step 
up to a longer trip here. 

With Bin Suroor’s horses seem¬ 
ingly back in form, Lost In The 
Moment must have an excellent 
chance in the totepool Pontefract 
Castle Stakes.
